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WARRANT. OUT FOR BURRIAN. 


Tenor Declared Fugitive from Justice 
hy German Police on Husband’s Plea. 


Special’ Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 

BERLIN, April 5.—Newspapers here 
announce that the German policé have 
issued a warrant for the arrest of Carl 
‘Burrian, the tenor of the Dresden Royal 
Opera, who eloped to America two years 
ago with the wife of a Dresden mer- 
chant. The husband of this lady, it 
appears, has been following his wife 
and her singer sweetheart all around 
Europe ever since their return from the 
United States, but Butriai has always 
thanaged to avoid him. 

Husbands in Germany have the right 
to demand the arrest of men who inter- 
fere with their domestic happiness, and 
Burrian, who is 4 Bohemian, has now 
been officially declared a fugitive frotn 
justice. His present whereabouts are 
unknown, but he will be arrested the 
moment he ventures to cross the Ger- 
man frontier. ' 


Carl Burrian, sailed from New York on 
the George Washington on Feb. 25 and 
was expected, to.go direcly to Dresden 
to fill a contract thére. In fact the 
Dresden Opera House has been in distress 
for some time on account of the iliness 
of several tenors and was counting on Mr, 
Burrian, whose professional standing in 
Germany is above that of ali other ten- 
ors, to finish the season. 

Developments have made that imposs!i- 
ble, however, and at present the where- 
abouts of Mr. Burrian seem to be un- 
known, The tenor sang in New York this 
season his usual number of performances 
in the German works, including the roles 
of Siegfried, Siegmund, and Parsifal. 


INDIANA TRAIN HELD UP. 


Lone Bandit Robs Passengers of $200 
and Escapes at Muncie.

MUNCIE, Ind. April 65.—Westbound 
Passenger Train 27 on the Big Four Rail- 
road was held up mear here by a lone 
robber at 7;30 o'clock to-night and ten of 
the fifty passengers were robbed of $200 
in cash. . 

The robber wore a mask, which fell off 
just as he was backing out of the coach 
in the centre of Muncie. He escaped, but 
the police have a good description of him. 

One passenger fired a shot at the re- 
treating bandit, and as he was disappear- 
ing in the dark several other nien, re- 
covering from their fright afd astonish- 
ment, drew revolvers and also fired, It is 
not believed any of the bullets took 
effect, . 

Train 27 is a fast express, making 
stops only at county seats and the larger 
points. It is made up of only one vesti- 
buled coach drawn at the rear, the re- 
mainder being express cars. The bandit, 
it is believed, boarded the train at Win- 
chester, staying on the steps of the front 
vestibule. 

At Selma, six miles east of Muncie, the 
passengers heard a crash as he broke the 
pane ine vestibule.door. ‘They had vari- 
ous notions of whet had happened, many 
of them thinking a tramp had broken a 
beer bottle on the steps.

Some Talk of Opposition, but No 
Grounds for It Set Forth—Metz and 
J. J. Martin Raised the Fund. 


It became known yésterday that a fund 
of $50,000, raised by friénds of ex-Mayor 
George B. McClellan, was paid over to 
Princetor University a few days ago, the 
fund being offered to the Trustees of the 
University .to .establish a Professorship 
of Public Affairs, to which it is proposed 
the Trustees shall call Mr. McClellan. 

Ex-City Controller Herman A. Metz and 
ex-City Chamberlain James J. Martin 
were the men active in raisin? the fund. 
Mr. Martin said last night that he and Mr. 
Métg were a committee of two. Contri- 
butions have been solicited for a period 
of more than a year; in fgct, the project 
has been under way ever since Mr. Mc- 
Clellan completed his second term in the 
Mayoralty, 

Mr, Martin, to whom Mr. Metz re- 
ferred inquirers about the fund, said last 
night that the publicity given ‘to it was 
premature. The information, he said, 
should cdme from Princeton, when the 
Trustees of the university acted on the 
question whether or not the fund shoul 
be accepted. Mr. Martin admitted that 
the fund was solicited with Mr. McClel- 
lan’s knowledge and consent, and that the 
solicitation was not. begun until. certain 
influential members of the Princeton Uni- 
versity Board of Trusteés had been con- 
sulted. 


Among those mentioned yesterday as 
having contributed to the fund was J. 
Pierpont Morgen. Mr. Martin declined 
to confirm or deny this report, saying 
that he would not give out any list of 
corftributors. It was stated on good 
authority that the original project was 
to collect a fund of $100,000, but this 
was found to be impracticable. 

Since the death of President Cleveland 
Mr. McClellan has received an annual. ap- 
pointment to the Stafford Little lecture- 
ship on public affairs, and has delivered 
two lectures each year. This Jectureship 
is supported by the income of a gift of 
$10,000. No opposition to this appointment 
developed, but last night it became known 
that the new project to make Mr. Mc- 
CleHan a full professor of Princeton has 
aroused some antagonism, which has al- 
ready taken the form of communications 
to.members of the Board of Trustees, pro- 
testing against acceptance of the ,000

Mr. McClellan is well uainted — tn’ 
Princetun, where he has made his Summer 
home, and maintains a house for week- 
ends throughout the year. He is an inti- 

te personal friend of ex-President 
Woodrow Wilson, iow Governor of New 
Jersey, a post once held by his ‘father, 
Gen, McClellan, and with professors, and 
Trustees of Princeton University. At a 
dinner in his honor in this city on April 
20, 1909, ne was hailed as Princeton's most 
illustrious living graduate, and a high 

rsonal tribute was paid to him by 
ident Wilson. 

Mr. McClellan graduated from Prince- 
ton with hanors in 1886, the year after his 
father's death, and twenty-one years after 
his own birth at Dresden. He was grad- 
uated from the Columbia Law School in 
1890, and was admitted to the bar in 1892 
after —— law in the office of Henry 
& F. A. cCloskey. While he studied 
law he held the post of Treasurer of the 
teow gy bo Bridge. He married Miss Georg- 
lanna Heckscher in 1889 at Newport. Pre- 
vious to his appointment as Treasurer of 
the Brooklyn ‘dge he had been a re- 
porter. 

He. was elected President of the Board 
of Aldermen in 1892, and subsequently 
went to Congress from the Twelfth Dis- 
trict. In 1903 he was elected Mayor for 
two years. The campaign of 1905, when 
he ran against William Randolph Hearst 
for re-election to a term of four years, 
and the legal struggie over the count in 
that election.are still 
Yorkers. 

John L. Cadwalader of the Princeton 
University Board of Trustees was asked 
last night about the fund which had been 
raised to make Mr. McClellan a Professor 
at Princeton. He said: 

“I am unable to express any opinion as 
to the acceptance of the fund. The trus- 
tees have not met, and I have not seen 
the proposa].”

CHICAGO, If, April 5.—It became 
nown to-day that instead of $57,404, as 

officiaHy given out the night before elec- 
tion, Prof. Merriam’s unsuccessful cam- 
paign for the Mayoralty cost no less than 
$230,000. Of this large sum of money re- 
quired t6 carry the campaign up to and 
including election day it is said here that 
Julius Rosenwald, President of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., and Charlies R. Crane, 
who are declared to have “‘ underwritten "’ 
the Merriam campaign, will be called upon 
to make good a deficiency of $150,000, or 

75,000 each. 

Charies R.° Crane is a son of R. T: 
Crane, the multimillionaire elevator build- 
er, whom President Taft in the Fall of 
1909 appointed Minister to China, but 
whose loquacity prevented his getting any 
nearer his post than San Francisco. 

The statement is also made on appar- 
ently good authority that the list of con- 
tributions to the Merriam fund was jug- 
gied im order to cover up the sources of 
the funds. This assertion was based on 
the declaration that several of the con- 
tributors whose pames appeared on the 
official list had given much larger 
amounts than indicated. 

The statement is made that Victor F. 
Lawson, publisher of The Daily News, 
which was a champion of the professor, 
had contributed $10,000 to Merriam's fund, 
The official statement showed Mr. Law- 
son to have given $200. 

Harold F. McCormick, whose name ap- 
peared on the list with a contribution of 
$5,000, is said to have given $10,000. Mr, 
McCormick had nothing to say regarding 
the matter to-day, referring the whole 
thing to Julius Rosenwald. 

Charies R. Crane was credited with @ 
donation of $5,000. but it is said that Mr. 
Crane had giveh $10,000. 

Mr, Rosenwald was listed as having 
contributed $10,000. Neither Mr. Crane 
nor Mr. Rosenwald could be found to-day. 

“I propose to give to Chicago a Demo- 
cratic administration,” said Mayvur- 
elect Carter H. Harrison tast night, 
after the returns from yesterday's elec- 
tion were all in.

REPORT ON CHICAGO VICE. 


Commission Makes Radical Recom- 
mendations for Its Repression. 


CHICAGO, April 5.—The Chicago Vice 
Commission, the first salaried municipal 
commission of its kind, made many radi- 
cal recommendations in its report to the 
common council to-night, and gave an 
exhaustive review of the present ,status 
of the social evil in Chicago and means 
of suppressing it. The recommendations 
were directly against the European prin- 
ciple of segregation. The report urges 
constant and persistent repression of the 
social evil as an immediate method, with 
absolute annihilation as to the ultimate 
ideal. By means of the appointment of 
a Morals Commission:-and the establish- 
ment of a Morals Court. 

Other recommendations made are: 
Physical examination of applicants for 
marriage licenses; better pay for girls; 


‘abolishment of the fining system against 


known members of vice districts; an 
intelligent and ample adult probation sys- 
tem; —— for old offenders; investiga- 
tion and supervision of employment 
agencies; laws calling centres of the evil 
public. nuisances; municipal dance halls; 
frequent rotation of policemen; women 
officers for the police force, and hotels 
and homes for working women and girls. 

Among contributory causes for present 
conditions found by. the commission are 
want of the necessities of life, craving 
for simple luxuries, ignorance, and, chief 
of all, poverty. Lack of protection to 
immigrant girls also aids the evil. In- 
sufficient pay for working girls is as- 
sailed at great length in bitter terms, 
and is called the chief reasons for the 
downfall of many. 

Other causes are summed up thus: 
Lack of ethical and religious teaching; 
the large number of seasonal trades for 
women, leaving periods of the year 
with no employment; unhappy home con- 
ditions; careless and ignorant’ parents; 
desertion; love of ease and luxury, and a 
craving for exitement.

MEXICO CITY, April 5.—Foreign Min- 
ister De la Barra admits that he held the 
‘conference with Dr. Gomez, the Maderist 
agent, just before he left Washington, a 
report of which is published. in the after- 
hoon papers here, and that admission has 
augmented the hope of peace. It is cer~ 
tain’ the present Federal Government 
would rather fall by force of arms than 
declare the last Presidential election null, 
but all feel certain that President Diaz 
must retire within the year. 

The prisoners in the Puebla penitentiary 
rose against the keepers yesterday after- 
noon, ahd twenty-two)'made good their 
escape, while five were shot by. the 
guards. The fugitives are still at. large, 
and all of them were under long sentences 
and are dangerous men; : 

The five prisoners who were shot were 
all killed. Following a concerted plan the 
Prisoners had overpowered the chief of 
the guard.“ He offered resistance and was 
killed. A Sergeant of the: guard squad 
was mortally wounded... Two soldiers fled 
with the prisoners, and are thought to 
have aided in the escape. 


The story of the threatened strike of 
the engineers*on the Natidnal Railway is 
exaggerated. The engineers say they will 
ask. for the rehtstatement of four men 
discharged for not taking trains through 
the danger zone, but they have no fear 
of the request being denied when all the 
facts are before the officials. No state- 
ment has been submitted to the officiais 
as yet; but the officials hawe declared 
their willingness to do justice, and no 
trouble is likely. 


Gen. Lauro F. Villar, who ‘has been 


placed in command of the second mili- 
tary zone, with headquarters at Chihua- 
hua, should arrive there to-morrow. He 
is making the trip from this city in an 
armored train rinning as a special. 

Gen. Villar was called here four days 
ago from Nuevo Laredo, where he was 
the ranking commander, and named by 
the President to relieve Gen. Juan Her- 
nandez, who has been conducting the 
Chihuahua campaign. It is not known to 
what command Gen. Hernandez will be 
assigned, 

An official report of the battle at Al- 
dama places the rebel loss at eighty dead. 
This includes twenty residents of Aldama, 
who joined the rebels in. their fight 
against the Federals. In another official 
report of the three days’ fighting at San 
Rafael and Ures, Sonora, the number of 
rebel dead is placed at 120, and that of 
the Federals at’30. 

Reports received here last night from 
Culiacan, Sinaloa, state that a band of 
500 rebels was defeated near Eadira- 
guato by Col. Morelos. According to these 
reports, forty rebels were killed and 106 
sdddie horses fell into the hands of the 
Federals. : 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—The informal 
conference in Washington ten days ago 
between Sefior de la Barra, Mexican Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, and Dr. Vas- 
quez Gomez, head of the revolutionary 
Pparty’s confidential agency -here, has re- 
sulted in the taking of steps which, it is 
ped, may effect. a settlement, of the 
troubles in Mexico. 

Dr. Gomez: to-day sent messages to his 
colleagues, both in El Paso and San An- 
tonio, Tex,, informing them that he hoped 
soon to be tn direct communication with 
Francisco I. Madero, the insurrecto chief 
in Chihuahua, and suggesting that it 
might perhaps be unnecessary for them 
to hazard the trip to the Madero camp. 

Within the last two days it has Been 
rivatel —— to influential persons 
n Mexico City that peace negotiations 
would be hastened if telegraphic commu- 
nication were permitted between Dr. Go- 
mez in Washington and Francisco I. Ma- 
dero in Chihuahua, Dr. Gomez yesterday 
being named by Francisco I adero as 
the only man besides himself to whom 
peace proposals could be addressed. Dr. 
Gomez also believes an understanding 
could be effacted if he were able to com- 
municate with the rebel leader about the 
conditions of peace. 

It. is believed that the cordial meeting of 
Sefior de la Barra and Dr. Gomez here, 
even though each was. without instruc- 
tions and expressed only personal opin- 
ions, was the forerunner of possibly fruit- 
ful peace negotiations. Sefior de la Barra 
conserted to see Dr. Gomez only after 
he had become Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, declining previously in his position 
as’ Ambassador to take part in discussion 
of internal affairs. 

CHIHUAHUA BOTTLED UP. 


Americans in City Expect Decisive 
Blow from Insurrectos. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 5, via La- 
redo, Texas, April 5.—Three thousand 
troops ‘representing the main strength of 
President Diaz’s forces in Northern Mex- 
ico are “‘ bottled up” in this city. 

It is the beligf of the 700 Americans here 
that Francisco I, Madero, the insurrecto 
President, is preparing to deliver a de- 
cisive stroke with a view to bringing the 
insurrection to a crisis in this section. 
The opinion held by the Americans and 
expressed freely by them is thatywith its 
present tactics of allowing its forces to 
be shut up in the towns the Mexican Gov- 
ernment will never be able to suppress the 
insurrection; that the insurrectos are 
gaining strength daily, and that already 
they. havé extended their control over a 
far greater area than heretofore has been 
allowed to become known. 

Many smaller towns in the interior are

in great force. Madero. with Orozco and 
Lg insurrectos, is at Bustillos planta- 
tion, sixty miles west, where, surrounded 
by lils staff, he has established a so-called 
capital.

t Torreon forces are reported to be 
about the city. All the railroads to the 
south have been blockaded, although 
trains are still running in other directions. 
This, with the exception of the larger 
cities, makes a strip which the insurrectos 
control of almost 1,000 miles of territory 
south from the United States border. 

Madero has given orders that no prop- 
erty shall be destroyed except such as 
may. be necessary to promote the insur- 
rection and bidck the railroad.

BERGER FOR RECALL OF- ARMY. 


Socialist Moves in Congress President 
Submit Reasons for Mobilization.

WASHINGTON, April 65.—Representa- 
tive Victor Berger, the Socialist member 


of Congress from -Wisconsin, made his 
first — — as an active legislator 
to-day by introducing in the House a reso- 
lution calling upon the President to sub- 
mit to this session of Congress all docu- 
Ments, papers, and reports upon which 
was based the order for mobilization. of a 
large part of the army of the United 
States near the Mexican border. 

The resolution recites that the despotism 
and brutality of the Mexican governin 
class has goaded the poor and oppres 
of that country to revolt, and that they 
are now straggling for liberty. It further 
recites that. the threat of invasion by this 
country is used by the Mexican Govern- 
ment to fortify its position. 

The resolution takes the position that 
the army of this country should be with- 
drawn from the border, and that the 
United States should remain neutral in 
the conflict.and make it¢plain that it is 
not the intention of this*country to invade 
Mexico. 

The Maderist junta here is not a lttle 
disturbed by Mr. Berger’s move. They say 
that the present revolutionary leaders 
have repeatedly declared they have noth- 
ing in common with the Socialists. who 
for several years have been at work in 
the United States to foment political dis- 
turbances in Mexico.

HOT PROTEST IS EXPECTED 
Negro Colonel Assignéa< ts — 
Regiment with Many Southern Off? 
cers Takes Meals In His Tent.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, April 5.—The 
Ninth Cavalry, the nm Tegiment, ‘the 
presence of which in» this city caused a 
protest to be made to President Taft by 
Congréssman Garger of the Brownsville 
district and others, ts in accordance with 
orders already reported from Washing- 
ton to leave San Antonio. . 

The regiment is gorng to do patrol duty 
on the border, and there is reason to 
believe that at least two troops wil go to 
Brownsville, the town-at the mouth of 
the Rio Grande, which was the seene.of 
the trouble that caused a battalion of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry, another negro 
regiment, to be dismissed from the serv- 
ice of ‘the United States by “President 
Roosevelt. 

The order to move the Ninth out of San 
Antonio came from the War Department 
last night, and to-day the staff officers 
of the Department of Texas are busy 
designating. the points on the border to 
which the troops are to be sent. The 
order from Washington calls for the re- 
turn to San Antonio of the’ entire Fhira 
Cavalry and the return to El Paso of two 
troops of the Fourth Cavalry, the com- 
mands now guarding the border between 
Hancock, near El Paso and Brownsville 
on the Gulf, a distance of more than 1,500 
miles. 

The negro troopers, instead of appear- 
ing downcast at being ordered to the 
desolate stations along the border, ap- 
parently welcome the change. They had 
feared that they. were to be sent back to 
Wyoming instead of upon this compara- 
tively active service. 

This afternoon, when it became known 
that the order detaching the regiment 
stated that the entire Third Cavalry and 
two troops of the Fourth were to be re- 


Neved, and that this-meant @ part of the}: 


regiment was going to Brownsville, the 
principal town in Representative Garner’s 
district, army officers smiled. Thay re- 
ferred to Mr. Garner’s activity, in gétting 


the negro soldiers out of San Antonio, 
and wondered what his attitude would: be 
when he found that the troopers. would 
be transferred from another district to 
his own. San Antonio is in Congressman 
Slayden’s district.

Brig. Gen. Joseph W. Duncan,. com- 
manding the Military Department -of 
Texas, said to-day that he expected to 
have the Ninth on the way to the border 
by Friday.

FIND STOLEN ARMOUR FUNDS. 


Widow of ‘Kansas City Packer Was 
Robbed of Stocks Worth $100,000. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 5.—Stocks 
and ponds to the value of $100,000 were 
stolen recently from a safety deposit box 
in this city owned by Mrs. S.° B. Armour, 
widow of Simeon B.. Armour of the 
Armour Packing Company, and ‘sold, 
it was learned to-day. All but a few thou- 
sand dollars has been restored to Mrs. 
Armour, and no prosecution will follow. 

None of those who have acted as ad- 
visers in the case for Mrs. Armour felt at 
liberty to-day to make public the name 
ot the guilty person, 

The theft came to light through pur- 
chases made with money derived from 
the sale of the stocks and bonds. These 
purchases consisted of rare etchings, Ori- 
ental rugs, silverware, jewelry, and works 
of art.. Goods costing more than $10,000 
were bought of one jewelry store and 
were ordered sent to storage by the pur- 
chaser. 

When Mrs, Armour discovered her loss 
and~her, attorneys had traced the stolen 
securities the goods were found still in 
storage: houses. They were sold for the 
benefit of Mrs. Armour. The stolen secu- 
rities were taken from the safe deposit 
vault and were negotiated through bro- 
kers in Kansas City. It was the custom 
of the person who tocjc the securities to 
send them by a négro messenger to the 
brokers with a note asking that they be 
sold. The brokers who sold the securities 
believed the money was bei used by 
Mrs. Armour for charities, and that she 

ossibly was hiding her generosity in 
hat way. Mrs. Armour is 76 years old,

Indorse Reciprocity Plan 
Two indorsements of the reciprocity 
agreement cheered the President to-day. 
The first came from W. F. Knox, Chair- 
man of the Michigan Republican State

AIR PERILS FOR WARSHIPS. 


Naval Architects Say Aeropfanes Wil! 
Not Tend to Limit Battleship Size. 


LONDON, April 5.—The menace of mis- 
siles dropped from dirigible balloons and 
aeroplanes as affecting the problem of 
the size of battleships was the subject of 
discussion at the annual meeting to-day 
of the Institute of Naval Architects. 

The general trend of opinion as ex- 
pressed by John J. Welch, Professor of 
Naval Architecture at Armstrong Col- 
lege, University of Durham; and Admirals 
Sir E. R. Fremantle and Sir Reginald N. 
Custance and other speakers was that 
the best protection against the attack of 
aerial craft would be found in a counter- 
attack by the same type of airship; and 
that the new danger would have’ no 
greater effect upon. the limitation of the 
size of warships than had the introduc- 
tion of the torpedo. 

Arnold Hills, Chairman’ of the Thames 
fron Works, Shipbuilding and Engineer- 
ing Company, Limited, which recently 
launched the super-Dreadnought Thund- 
erer was emphatic in the opinion that 


motor battleships without stokers, boilers 
and funnéls, would-be afloat within five 


years. 


In this connection: it is interesting to 
note that internal-combustion propulsive 
machinery is being fitted in some of the 


newest submarines for the British Navy 


arid Reginald McKenna stated in the

City of New York to say @ word of caution 
against its ratification. 

While I am heartily in favor of enabling 
the National Government to lay and collect 
an income tax, if necessary to the National 
revenue, I am not in favor of the adoption 
of the. .present p constitutional 
amendment to that’ effect, for the reason 
that its wording gives rize to a grave ques- 
tion, to say the very least, whether income 
from State and. municipal bonds e¢ould not 
be taxed under it. . 

The proposed: amendment {# as follows: 

‘Article XVI. The Congress shall have 

wer to lay and collect taxes on incomes, 

rom whatever souree derived, without ap- 

portionment among the several States, and 

be nse regard to any census or enumera- 
ion.*” 

The danger lies in the words (I quote) 
‘from whatever source derived.” Why 
were they put there? What do they mean? 

It-cannot be, gainsaid that the ordinary 
and natural sense of these words includes 
income from any and all sourees. And when 
you-read the whole section: there is no de- 
traction from this- meaning. It declares 
that the Congress may lay a tax on incomes, 
whatever source they may be derived from. 

But it is‘argued that if this proposed 
amendment be adopted the Supreme Court of 
the United States will, by a. process of 
learned ‘‘ construction,” ag the lawyers 
call it, hold that it. does not mean what it 
apparently, or plainly, says, but something 
different and less, namely, that an income 
tax may be laid on incomes .from all 
sources, ‘‘except State and municipal 
bends." It is said that the Supreme Court 
will abandon the plain meaning, and adopt 
this other meaning, for the reason that as 
the law now ifs, as declared by its own de- 
cisions, the National Government hag no 

wer to tax the bonds or securities issued 

y States or their municipal corporations. 
But who can assure us of that? The oppo- 
site contention is that these words, “’ from 
whatever source derived,”’ cut away the 
effect of such decisions, and that ithe. 
court will so hold, We all know that your 
predecessor, Gov. Hughes, now a distin- 
guished member of that court, will so vote, 
for in a special message to the Legislature 
last January he advised against the rati- 
fication of the -p amendment for 
the reason that, in plain words, it in- 
cluded all sources of income, and would 
have to be so construed by the courts. 
And all over the country competent Judges 
and constitutional lawyers are of this opin- 
ion. is 

Why should a constitutional provision of 
concededly doubtful meaning’ be adopted? 
The only stumbling block to the ddoption 
of this provision is its doubtful meaning. 
No one wants to give power to’'the Na- 
tional Government to tax income from: bonds

Legislators, However, Not Hopeful of 
Finishing Work Before June.

ALBANY, April.5.—All.the Democratic 
leaders in’the Legislature are expected at 
the Capitol to-morrow. Thursday is the 
regular day for the meeting of the .Gov- 
ernor’s “Cabinet.” It is understood that 
all the important jegislation on the Gov- 
ernor’s programme and means to expedite 
the work of the Legislature will be dis- 
cussed 

The Governor Is very anxious that the 
Legislature should get through with. its 
work within three weeks after April 17, 
when the lawmaking body is scheduled to 
reassemble at the Capitol.

Type-Wheel Driven. by-a Delicate Ar 
rangement of Machinery Similar 
te the Sunflower. 


g two. bulletin machines have been in- 

alled by the Hlectric Press Bulletin 
Company of Philadelphia, and another, is 
soon to be set up in the downtown office 
of Tue Tims in Béekman Street.

“The first of this new species of car- 
tography appeared in New. England, 
marking out the alr, or rather the earth, 
from a perspective ‘suspended in afr, 
with ink of indelible red or black. _This 
map covered the way from Portland, 
Me., to Burlington, Vt, and thence to 
Bridgeport, Conn.

F Discriminating Burglars Break 
~ Into a Round Dozen Houses 
and Help Themselves. 


‘TOWN MARSHALS EXPLAIN 


That Is to Say, Two of the Three Tell 
How It Was—The Other Slept 
Through It All, 


Caldwell, N_J., has been hit by the 
wave of crime which, while it appears to 
have receded or swept on, perhaps, to 
other parts, has left the populace in a 
state of unwonted -excitement, so that 
the agitated commuters yesterday morn- 
ing had enough to talk about to!last-till 
the train reached Hoboken. The wave 
reached the village in the early and 
treacherous hours of Tuesday morning, 
When it took the unpleasant form of a 
round.dozen of burglaries, 

Twelve Caldwell homes were burglari- 
ously etered and the lower floors ran- 
sacked. If you imagine that that amounts 
to about every other house in the village 
you had better not say so in Caldwell. 
Please understand that the place has 
8,000 inhabitants, three. marshals, (very 
much excited just now,) and a history. 


Although many things have happened be- 
fore in Caldwell, it was admitted yester- 


day that not since Grover Cleveland was 


born there has there been any event of 
quite the importance that attaches to the 
arrival of the wave of crime. 

No trace of the burglars has been 
found, and the marshals confess that 
they have no clues to their identities, 
and. while Proseeutor Mott of Essex 
County sent out Detective Wymer to look 
over the scene of the depredations, the 
authorities have taken no definite action, 
and are doirig nothing at present except 
keep an eye on the Newark pawnshops.

Proposal for a Political, Paid 
Education: Board. 


ADVISES SIMPLE SPELLING 


Doesn’t Like It Personally, but Re- 
garde it ae a Necessity and Asks 
Spelling Board to Prepare Primer. 


Dr. Willlam H. Maxwell, Superintendent 
of City Schools, speaking last night at the 
dinner of, the Simplified Spelling Board, 
which brought to an end its ann meet- 
irig in the .Waldorf-Astoria, expressed his 
feelings freely with regard to Mayor 
Gaynor’s suggestions for the abolition of 
the present Board of Education. He had 
been expressing his approval of the intro- 
duction of simplified spelling in the pub- 
lic schools, and had said that if this re- 
form was undertaken he. had no doubt 
that it would sein eneral approval after 
a short time as had other reforms, 

“I should not advise, however,” he 
Went on, “that such an attempt be made 
to-day or to-morrow. Just at .present 
the time is not opportune. Our public 
eg —5 in t * city is confronted 

¥y & great peril, Our Mayor has caused 
to be laid befre the Legislature a new 
city charter. This Charter contains an 
educational chapter which resolutely 
turns its back upon the best educational 
experience of the last hundred years. 

It provides for a paid Bo. of Edu- 
cation instead of the voluntary service 
that has brought numbers of our fore- 
most citizens to work for the mie 
schools. It provides that this paid 

of education shall be subject in all things 
te purely political Board of Hstimate and 
Apportionment. It removes from profes- 
sional teachers every vestige of initiative 
which they now possess te control educa- 


tional methods or to start educational re- 
orms, though it may be truly said that 
—— educationa] reform has ¢riginated

with those who have made teaching 
Susisiey of their lives. 

*‘ And yet I do not feel alarmed, because 
I know that the peoste who are always 
sound at heart will mot permit the schools 
that are theirs to be permanently dis- 
abled. For a time, it may we shall 
have to make a desperate fight to hold 
the ground we have gained, but I have no 
fear for the final issue, When that fight 
has been fought and won, then will be the 
time.to strike for the next great reform in 
school work—the teaching of simplified 
spelling.” 

The Superintendent’s advocacy of sim- 
plified spelling was introduced by the 
mark that-he personally hated the sug- 
gested forms of words. “I abominate 

“thru’ for ‘through,’” he said, “ and I 
dislike to say that any one has * past’ 
an examination." 

Nevertheless, he declared himself in 
favor of introducing the simpli forms 
because of the enormous numbers of for- 
eigners in the public schools, and the fact 
that they have to learn English as a for- 
eign language. It was of all things im- 
portent. he contended, that they should 
earn how to read as quickly as possible, 
in order that they might become thinking 
American citizens, and he reckoned that 
if the simple forms were introduced it 
would mean that every one of the 700,000 
children under the Board of Education 
would save a year and would be two 
grades further advanced with all that that 
implied fn mental and reasoning power by 
the time they had to go out to earn their 
own living, 

Dr. Maxwell concluded by asking the 
society to set itself to produce a textbook 
which would be ready for the schools by 
the time they were prepared to take up 
the new forms of spelling. No doubt, he 
said, there would be scoffers who would 
laugh at so learned a society producing 
a mere primer, and yet the primer was 
the chief pillar of our modern civilization. 

William Archer, the English critic, re 
resented at the dinner the British Simple 
Spelling Society, and regretted ‘that he 
could not report any active propaganda 
in the past year. ‘ There are two chief 
faults in the old spelling,” he said, “ su- 
perfluity and incongruity. It is easy to 
deal with the superfluities, but you can- 
net raise much enthusiasm over their abo- 

tion. 

"We must get at the inconsistencies, 
and I believe that as soon as we can 
reach a scheme by which the labor of 
education shall be reduced for the chil- 
dren, we shall have plenty of enthusiasm. 
Then our proposals will contain a real 
good for humanity, at least for the Ene- 
lish speaking races, and they are not so 
far short of humanity, We must admit 
that we shall have to alter the look of 
the language, and that will be only ac- 
cepted if thereby we introduce some rule, 
which is really valuable and rational.” 

Mr. Archer lieved that within a dec- 
ade eat progress would be made in 
simplifying spelling, and that in his own 
lifetime, though he could not hope to 
see the death of the present irrational 
system, he would at least see its genera! 
condemnation. 

Dr. Elmer. BE. Brown and Hudson Maxim 
also spoke, the latter maintaining that as 
some words not only express ideas but 
impress them by their tone-colors, the 
simple spelling would be of a_ greater 
value to the human race by making the 
i hay page carry on this function of

In the absence of 
Andrew Carnegi¢, the founder of tte 
Spelling Board, the chair was taken by 
Dr, Andrew D. White of Cornell.
